Mrs. Kelso believes the milk contained 
poison. 

Capt. Hanna, after talking with the 
man, said he did not believe the man 
knew. anything about the presence of 
any foreign substance in the milk. , 
The driver told a Post-Dispatch re 
porter that he delivered milk to 193 
customers daily, and that he served 
li others out of the same tray from 
which he took the bottle which he left.

No Neighborhood Complaints. 

G. R. Pickard, a representative of 
the dairy company, who visited che 
company’s other customers in the netgh- 
borhood, reported that none of them 
made any complaint of the milk.

He said he “had some words” with 
Mrs. Kelso over a bill more than two 
months ago, and that she made a com- 
plaint against him to his employers. 
This did not cause him to hold any 
grudge, he declared.

She put some 
of it in her coffee, she said, and her 
husband put some on breakfast food, 
and both noticed such an unpleasant 
taste that they looked at each other, 
making faces simultaneously. They did 
not swallow any of the milk, she said, 
and the remainder was thrown away. 
The milk delivered at the Kelso home 
Wednesday morning was put on the 
parlor table, at the request of detectives 
working on the case, to be held for in- 
vestigation.

It provided for the 
House and Council to invite the Central 
Trades and Labor Union and the Peo- 
ple’s League to a joint conference to 
discuss legislation for the purpose of 
“establishing more pleasant relations 
between the peoplé and their represénta- 
tives.’’ 

Delegate Roy Eilers made a spirited 
speech, denouncing the resolution as an 
attempt of certain leaders to advertise 
themselves at the expense of the public. 

Eilers said that. the Municipal As- 
sembly was established by law to enact 
legislation and that it owed no allegi- 
ance to one or two, or a dozen organ- 
izations, and: that it should not place 
itself at the beck and call of any sét 
of men, representing or preténding to 
represent stich bodies... He. said «he 
resolution was apparently sent to the 
Assembly by men who wished in thit 
way to get standing in the community. 

In by Request. 

This remark Drought Delegate Lakiv 
to his feet \with a demand upon Dele- 
gate Methudy as to whether the res)- 
lution was introduced by request or 
upon his own: initiative. 

“By request,”” said _Methudy. 

“Aha,” ejaculated Lahiv, ‘‘by request, 
eh, and by whose request?’ 

“Why by request of the representa- 
tives of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union and the People’s League,” said 
Methudy. 

“OO! Ho,” exclaimed Lahiv§ again, 
“then this is not an invitation ’*from the 
Aouse of Delegates to these organigza- 
tion for a conference, but they -are 
inviting. the Assembly. to .invite them 
to a conference.

On Chesley Island the city has a 
farm which is maintained as an adjunct 
to the workhouse, but the only drunk- 
ards sent there are those under work- 
house sentences.

As such a place could be provided 
for by extensive legislation only, :he 
Commissioner recommends that the 
State first be urged to take up the pre- 
ject and that the city consider it, if 
appeals to the State Government are in 
vain, 

The Commissioner also recommends 4 
new building for. tuberculosis patients 
at Koch Hospital and the use of the 
present building for smallpox pattents 
who now are housed in small bulid- 


Favors Ambulance Surgeons. 

He favors the employment of amopbu- 
lance surgeons, who could go owt > 
emergency calls from the city. dispen- 
Sary and give treatment considerably 
sooner than 1s pogsible at present. The 
Plan would add about $6000 a year to 
the city payroll. 

The employment of another city bac- 
who shall work with the 
Health Department for the public health 
exclusively, leaving the. p nt bac- 
teriologist free to give his tire. time 
to the Hospital Department, is ahottier 
recommendation. This would éntafl an 
oxpenditure of $3000 for a laboratory 
and $5000 a year for salary and madin- 
tenance. With other improvements rec- 
ommended for the city hospital, the to- 
tal incréase in. the hospital. payroll 
would be $10,500 a y>ar; according to the 
commissioner's figures. 

The farm for convalescents, he says, 
should have accommodations for about 
100 patients.

The farm, he 
SAYS, should be in the suburbs of the 
city or near the sanitarium and infirm- 


ary. ‘ 


Needs Isolation Hospital. 

In conclusion, Dr.. Shutt urges that 
work be started immediately on the 
isolation hospital, for which $95,000 was 
appropriated last year. The work has 
been held up by a eontroversy about 
where the hospital ehould be located.

Ferrand (Herbert Cost) gave the key- 
note of “Fhe Pigeon,’’ and of The Play- 
ers’ interpretation of that\ Galsworthy 
drama, at Knights of Columbus Hall 
Tuesday night, when he spoke the line: 

“Nothing gives one so much courage 
as to see the irony of things." 

For irony is the dominant element in 
“The Pigeon,’ and the St. Louls ama- 
teurs brought to the production a sin- 
cerity such as rarely permeates a whole 
cast on the professional stage. 

There Was savage irony in the way in 
which the crew of down-and-outs 
pluoked the pigeon-like artist-dreamer, 
Wellwyn (Gustavus Tuckerman.) His 
daughter, Ann (Miss Bronwen Chubb), 
saw the irony of it and protested stout- 
ly, but vainly, against the invasion of 
their tiny studio-home by the “rotters.’’ 
There was irony, too, in the scholastic 
disputes of Sir Thomas (Tyrrell Wil- 
liams) and Prof. Calway (Clark Mc- 
Adams) over sociological abstractions, 
while the concrete material of sociology, 
in the form of a drunken cabman, lay 
literally at the door, unseen by them 
until apc stumbled over him.

Mrs. Do ce, who has been living 
in Kansas Civ for the past six years, 
will come to St\*.ouls to prosecuté the 
case against her Husband. 

Five years ago, it.is related. Mrs, Dor- | 
rance went to Keytesville, Mo., on busi- 
ness and was assigned by a hotel clerk 
to a- room which had been occupied by 
her husband, from whom she had been 
sepdfated some time.~In the room she 
found the valise. Prompted by curiosity, ; 
she opened the valise and found among 
its contents ber husband’s decree of di- | 
vorce. 

As a result of the astounding 4is- 
covery, Mrs. Dorrance at once took | 
steps to have the decree set aside by 
an equity sult, in connection with which | 
the present depositions were taken. 

Leters To and From Negroes. 

Attached to the depositions are letters 
which, the plaintiff represents, were 
written to Dorrance by Lena Robinson, 
a negress, and others purporting to have 
been written by Dorrance to Lena Rob- 
inson’s sister. 

Mrs, Dorrance went to Kansas City 
to live in 1905. In May, 1906, Dorrance 
filed his divorce petition here. He al- 
leged that Mrs. Dorrance had deserted 

a year prior to that date and that 
he did not know where she was living. 
On that representation the decree was 
granted, Mrs. Dorrance not contesting 
because, she says, she did not know the 





One. of the letters attached * the 
depositions . reads: 

“Darling, I just got your letter. Bany, 
I do love you and if ever anyone ‘an 
lead me astray, I hope God will ever 
let me suffer. I told that old negro 
woman to never come near; me again 
or any one of her tribe, and that she 
had caused me much pain. 

“Don’t treat me that way — I 
love you and ever will be true. I always 
told. you I would be true, and if I. am 
untrue I hope to die in the streets.” 

To 9 for “My Lena.” 

A letter identified by .awitnesses as: be- 
ing in the handwriting of Dorrance was 
mailed from Kansas City, Sept. 2, 1906, 
to “Mrs. Elisa Hayse, colored, Forest 
Green, Mo."’ This letter similar to sev- 
eral others in the same handwriting, also 
addressed to Eliza Hayse, colored, reads: 

“Sister Hayse—I wish you would get 
someone to stay with Lena. I can’t be 
there all the time. /I must make a 
living for her and she: is.always think- 
ing and plahning to help you all. You 
ought to try and help her. There are 
plenty of poor old men and women in 
and out of the poorhouse who would 
be glad to stay with her. I want to 
look at some fidian lands, and hear 
they are very cheap, same climate and 
soil ag ours. I will help you get a home 
if you will only help me take care of 
my Lena.” 

The‘ record contains about BD letters 
from the negro woman to Dorrance. *n 
many of them she asks for money an‘ 
household supplies. The letters usually 
close with a vow of love and _ faithfu!- 
ness. 

'Attorneys for Mrs.. Dorrance are 
trying to induce Florence.
